Many of the jurists appointed to handle these
dockets have expressed an interest in further training, learning and
implementing best practices and having the opportunity to visit other high
quality domestic violence courts to then bring back what they have learned to
share their knowledge with their colleagues in Maine.

As evidenced by the 2015 report on Maine's DV dockets, it has been
recommended that the MJB establish their own set of standards and best
practices, that it develop a rigorous manner and method to gather timely and
relevant data on these dockets and that it implement uniform policies and
procedures across all dockets. Furthermore, the report suggested the MJB
needed to more closely track the effectiveness of the intervention programs
required of participants and implement changes to such programming if an
effective evidenced based program is identified.

The Hope and Justice Project (HJP) seeks to do its part to implement
recommendations from the Maine Council on Aging's "Blueprint for Action on
Aging" in Aroostook County. In particular, to build connections between first
responders and community organizations; to initiate and expand wellness
checks; and to build stronger collaborative referral systems. HJP has a robust
system of crisis intervention, support, safety planning, shelter, and legal
services, but if older and/or disabled adults who need these services do not
know about them or are not able to access them, they will do them no good.
Further, if HIP is not working closely with key community partners, its efforts
would serve to dilute rather than enhance efforts already in place.

This proposal would fund HJP to work with the various agencies involved with
services for elder and disabled adults in Aroostook in order to coordinate
efforts across disciplines and distances to better recognize the abuse and
exploitation of elder and disabled adults, improve safety planning, and
increase accountability for perpetrators of these crimes.

The York Police Department is requesting funding to combat the devastating
effects that domestic violence, sexual assault, stalking, and dating violence
has on victims. It is our goal to secure funding for our Domestic Violence
Investigator (DVI) and Bail Check/Protection Order positions. This is a two-
prong approach to immediately address the needs of victims and to develop
the strongest prosecutable cases. The main objective of this program will be
to give each domestic violence case the specialized attention it deserves. The
Case Coordinator will oversee the program by assigning an investigator to a
domestic violence case within twelve hours after it happens. The DVI will be
responsible for contacting with the victim within those twelve hours. The DVI
will take over the responsibility of the case to bridge the gap that currently
exists between the police and domestic violence victims. Assigning a DVI to a
case ensures continuity, trust, and safety for the victim.

Though the local anti-trafficking multidisciplinary teams (MDTs) have been
supported by local sexual assault centers since their inception, this is an effort
which requires increased time and resources as awareness of this issue has
grown. What was once convening a community meeting is now also
coordinating training teams, receiving ongoing training, drafting protocols,
sitting on the Maine STEN Provider Council, maintaining participant contacts,
facilitating monthly meetings, agenda setting and case reviews.

This project seeks to fund each of the Maine anti-trafficking MDTs for
dedicated staff time to cover these essential projects, without taking away
from the core direct services provided by the local sexual assault support
centers. The five sexual assault support centers funded under this contract
include Sexual Assault Support Services of Southern Maine (facilitating York
County Anti-Trafficking Coalition (YCAT) and the Greater Portland Coalition
Against Sex Trafficking and Exploitation (GPCASTE)); Sexual Assault
Response Services of Southern Maine (facilitating the emerging Midcoast

With the continuation of
this grant funded project, we will add a third community homeless provider
partner organization: New Beginnings, Youth Transitional Housing,
Community Living Program, which selves older youth, ages 18-21 who are
homeless or at risk of homelessness.
